8 ©)] With the approval of the Board of Public Works, to provide financial
9 assistance:

10 (i) Through the service:

11 1. for projects approved by the Department to reduce,

12 recover, and recycle scrap tires; AND

13 2. FOR THE RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT OF METHODS TO
14 REDUCE, RECOVER, AND RECY CLE SCRAP TIRES; and

16 tirerecycling systems, including the costs of:

24 provide the standing committees of the Maryland General Assembly with primary

25 jurisdiction over this section with a status report on the Fund on or before November
26 1 of each year. Thereport shall include an accounting of all moneys expended for each
27 of the purposes specified in subsection (a) of this section.
